the Circumſtances of the induſtrious Poor, and to afleſs them- 


| ſelves in Addition to their uſual Poors Rates, in ſuch a Sum 


as they ſhall from Time to Time find neceſſary to purchaſe 


Meal to be retailed to ſuch Perſons in their reſpective Parith- 


es as they ſhall judge to be proper Objects of Charity, at ſach 


a Price as they can afford to pay from the Profits of their 
Labour, and recoinmend to the Clerk to tranſmit Copies of 


this Reſolution to the different Miniſters in the Shire, and 
to requeſt the Favour of them in the Name of the Meeting 
to take the firſt Opportunity of laying the ſame before the 
Heritors and Inhabitants of the Pariſh. 
And, as it is of the utmoſt Importance to the Publick that 
Induſtry be not diſcouraged by the Admiſſion of improper 
Objects to the Benefit of this Relief in the Time of the pre- 
[ſent Scarcity, the Meeting do further beg leave ro recom- 
mend to the Attention of the Heritors of the County, that no 
| Perſon be admitted to partake of the Charity but after a mi- 
nute Inveſtigation into their Character and Circumſtances,
